His first step. taken late last 
month, was to choose Charles E. 
Wilson, the veteran president of 
General Motors, as secretary of 
defense to head the civilian team. 
Experienced Businessmen 
Eisenhower wanted not only a 
man who knew production but one 
schooled in the ways of getting full 
value out of every dollar. 
He and Wilson looked for expe­ 
rienced businessmen 
.to head the 
Army, Navy and Air Force De­ 
partments. Yesterday Eisenhower 
announced the selection of: 
Robert Ten Broeck Stevens, 53, 
of South Plainfield, N. J., a* secre­ 
tary of the Army. He is a textile 
executive and also is chairman of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York. He served as a colonel in 
the Quarterm aster General's Office 
during World War II. 
One Democrat 
Robert Bernerd Anderson, 42. of 
Vernon. Tex , as secretary of the 
Navy. A Democrat, he is m anager 
of a half-million acre ranch, one 
of the largest in Texas. He also 
is chairman of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Dallas. 
Harold E. Talbott. 64, of New- 
York, as secretary of the 
Air 
Force. He is a member of the 
Chrysler Corp. Finance Committee, 
a former chairman of the board 
j of the North American Aviation 
Company and a former president 
of the Dayton Wright Company. 
During the second world war he 
served as director of aircraft pro­ 
duction for the War Production 
Board. 
Eisenhower also named Roger 
M Kyes, 46, of Bloomfield Hills, 
Mich., deputy secretary of delense.

Alexander said, however, that In 
time of war, Mountbatten*will have 
the job of coordinating all naval 
and air forces In the Mediterra­ 
nean. 
Mountbatten’® and Carney’s jobs 
will be outlined to them by the 
man who is boss over both of 
them—U. S. Gen. Matthew B. Ridg­ 
way, supreme Allied commander 
in Europe.

This plan was unveiled 
Thursday by the Presidents Com­ 
mission on the Health Needs of the 
Nation. Truman urged the Eisen­ 
hower admimstration to take quick 
action on these new proposals. 
But it is a pretty safe bet that

about any p ro m ise s for a health 
p r o g r a m . Tho platform they 
worked out at the Chicago conven­ 
tion said: 


"W asteful Inefficiency” 
"We are opposed to federal com­ 
pulsory health insurance with its 
crushing cost, wasteful inefficien­ 
cy, bureaucratic deadweight, and 
debased standards of medical care. 
. . . We pledge our continuous en­ 
couragement of improved methods 
of assuring health protection.” 
And. no matter what Eisenhower 
himself may think, he is dealing] 
with 
a 
conservative 
Congress 
which is bound to go slow on any 
[social changes. And that isn’t be- 
] cause the Republicans control it 
Every Congress since the war, 
whether Democrats or Republicans 
ran it, has been conservative 
Truman offered his compulsory 
health insurance plan to Congress 
! in a special message Nov. 19 1945. 
' It never got to first base although 
since 
then Congress 
has 
voted 
money for 
medical 
services 
in 
several ways. Truman said of his 
plan: "This is not socialized medi­ 
cine.” But socialized medicine is 
what its critics have called the 
plan ever since. 
Opposed By AM \ 
The plan Truman had in mind 
would have been financed out of 


payroll deductions similar to those 
now made for social security. The 
AMA, which put on a huge cam ­ 
paign to prevent Truman’s propos­ 
al from becoming law', disliked the 
thought of government say-so over 
doctors and seemed to think volun­ 
tary systems would meet the na­ 
tion's health needs, Truman didn t 
look upon this idea aa a solution 
at all. 
The plan recommended Thurs­ 
day by the President s commis­ 
sion would fall somewhere between 
the Truman and AMA ways of 
thinking. Whether the AMA will 
fight the commission’s recommen­ 
dations too remains to be seen 
A spokesman said there d be no 
AMA comment on the full report 
until it had a chance to study It. 
In brief that plan would provide 
free or partly-paid health insur­ 
ance policies for everyone who 
couldn't afford to buy one. To foot 
this bill the government would have 
to hand out about one billion dol­ 
lars a year, with about three-quar­ 
ters of it to be matched by the 
states, dollar for dollar. 
The unmatched quarter of the 
government's money — all of it 
would come out of general tax 
funds—would go for build mg hos­ 
pitals, expanding medical schools 
and helping research.

Looking For Trouble 
C ar m anufacturers have a diffi­ 
cult tim e of it preventing ow ners 
and tinkerers from spoiling en­ 
gineering features designed to save 
trouble and expense. Typical is 
the case of the sealing provisions 
m ade by one of the leading m anu­ 
facturers with regard to the rear 
engine bearing. In this particular 
instance a rope type seal is used,

In his effort to "im prove” things 
the owner m ay decide to polish 
off the knurling. In som e instances 
the 
knurling 
has 
actually 
been 
ground off. All the "im provem ent” 
does is to increase the risk of oil 
passing the bearing and getting in­ 
to the clutch. 
Thermostat Not To Blams 
I have it on the authority of one 
of the leading c a r m akers th at the 
m otor 
therm ostat 
seldom 
is 
to 
blam e for an engine overheating. 
This is because if its bellows are 
punctured the valve im m ediately 
raises off its seat. Freezing m ay 
cause therm ostat dam age but here 
again such dam age perm its w ater 
to pass through the system . Of 
course, the engine will be slower 
w arm ing up and gas m ileage will 
drop, but better look elsew here for 
the reason for the overheating.

They are likely to be fuels 
and as such could be dangerous in 
an overheated m otor. This is quite 
aside from their adverse effect on 
rubber hosing.

A friend of m ine thought he was 
due for som e wheel bearing trou­ 
ble when one of the front wheels 
started m aking a curious noise. 
He studied it for awhile, and find­ 
ing that it was becoming louder,

W e're The Odd Ones 
In the years I have been doing 
this colum n I have m et quite a 
num ber of m otorists who resent 
having the car m anufacturer put 
his trade m ark on their property. 
Owners have been known to re ­ 
move nam e plates even lf it de­ 
tracted from the c a r’s appearance. 
There is som e Justification for this 
view, and those who resist the 
generally accepted order of things 
point out quite 
rightly, 
that no 
one would think of w earing the 
clothing m ak er’s label on the out­ 
side of a garm ent. However, it is 
odd w hat custom will do. Ju st the 
other evening I was sitting in a 
well - furnished living room and 
happened to look across at a new- 
baby grand piano. And there right 
on the space above the keyboard 
was the m aker’s nam e splashed 
out like so m uch billboard adver­ 
tising. 
The ow-ner of the piano loved it. 
In fact, if the advertising hadn t 
been there she would have had to 
tell everyone the piano’s m ake. 
and som e people m ight not have 
believed it was such a well-known 
brand. 
This la The Tim e 
This is the tim e of year when 
two sim ple rules will help a lot 
to keep the engine at higher op­ 
erating efficiency and to insure 
better results from the c a r’s hot 
w ater heater. One is to sta rt the 
engine 
m ore 
prom ptly. 
Go 
out 
and get things under w-ay before 
the rest of the family piles aboard. 
The other is to delay switching off 
the engine until everyone is out 
of the car and you are just about 
ready to lock up the doors for 
parking. The m ore the engine is 
in action, the better. 
That Lag In Braking 
There a 
m uch 
discussion 
over 
the d riv er’s reaction tim e when 
applying the brakes, but not too 
well known is the fact that the 
brakes them selves have a reaction 
tim e w-hich varies with their type 
and 
their 
condition. 
Perhaps 
you've noticed how- som etim es the 
brakes are sluggish. The shoes grip 
their drum s efficiently, but there is a 
noticeable lag between pressure on 
the pedal and actual braking ac­ 
tion. It should be added to your 
own lag in starting to press the 
pedal once you decide that a atop 
is the next step. Of if you can get 
the sam e result by decreasing your 
reaction tim e to com pensate for 
the lag in the braking system . Be 
more alert until you have a chance 
to have the brakes serviced. 
In The Motor Mail 
Q 
T here’s a bad rattle which 
seem s to be under the front end of 
m y car. The anti-sw ay bar seem s 


tight enough. H. K. J. 
A. Sounds to m e like a loose 
drag link. 
Q. The engine of my car runs 
rough after a hard run on the 
open road. 
It idles poorly, too 
That is. when I hit a town after 
being 
on 
the 
road, 
the 
engine 
really doesn’t run well. L ater on 
everything seem s norm al again. 
Win. L. F. 
A. It takes a good engine to op­ 
erate smoothly under 
such con­ 
ditions. In fact, that used to be 
one of the tests experienced m otor­ 
ists m ade when taking a dem on­ 
stration. One reason for the rough­ 
ness is heat which m ay take up 
valve tappet clearances excessive­ 
ly and also affect carburetion. 
Q. I notice that oil pressure is 
slow building up on a cold m orn­ 
ing, although the engine has oil 
that Is plenty light enough. The 
oil 
pressure 
gauge 
has 
been 
checked. R. McB. 
A. You will find that this is a 
case w here the oil pum p is worn. 
Replace the engine pump, not just 
the gears.* 
Q 
For some tim e I have been 
troubled with m isfiring in the en­ 
gine. All the usual checks have 
failed. This isn’t anything that de­ 
velops only under certain condi­ 
tions but is general through the 
speed 
range 
and 
regardless 
of 
w hether the engine La hot or cold. 
Hope you can help. J. N. O. 
A. I suspect that the distributor 
cap is cracked. 
Q T here’s an odd noise in one 
of the re a r wheels at low car 
speed. I have tried running the 
j car 
with 
the 
wheel covers 
re- 
j moved but that m akes no differ­ 
ence. Also 
have 
tried 
switching 
tires and wheels around. R R. T. 
A. Your particular car has a 
full floating rear axle. There m ay 
be some ‘ play” in erne of the 
■ driving dogs. I'd have a m echanic 
check the axle for you. 


Q, W hat can be done when the 
m ixture is definitely too rich in 
the higher speeds range? T here’s 
no adjustm ent for this m ixture, 
and I d prefer not to have to buy 
a new carburetor. K. K. S 
A. Probably there is a badly 
worn high speed jet, or the Jet 
m ay have been dam aged by m is­ 
handling som e tim e when the c a r­ 
buretor w as being disassem bled. 
All you need do is have the Jet 
replaced. 
However, better check 
over the entire unit for other pos­ 
sible need for replacem ent. 
Q. The fact that use of deter­ 
gents and special oils does not 
check noise In the hydraulic valve 
lifters in my car leads to the con­ 
clusion that dirt, gum s, or varnish 
are not causing the trouble. The 
engine doesn’t run too hot. I have 
given the car plenty of workout on 
the open road. What next? K
